Prices quoted 
are for single divisions and flowering size bulbs and not for clumps or extra large bulbs 
unless so stated. Please do not ask us to send you extra large bulbs. We treat all of 
our customers alike. If, for any reason, you really want larger bulbs than we supply add 
50% to the price of the bulb as quoted in this catalog and we will go out of our way 
to oblige you. When price per dozen is quoted, the price of a single bulb is 10% of the 
dozen rate. 

TERMS. Cash with order by check, draft, money order, currency or stamps. Residents 
of California please include 3% sales tax. Our overseas customers having Sterling Ex- 
change may deposit payment to our account in London. All foreign orders must include 
50c extra for inspection fee. 

SHIPMENTS. All orders are sent FOB, Arcadia. When ordering please indicate in 
the space provided on the order form whether you will remit the postage upon receipt 
of the package or whether you want it sent via postage collect or express collect. If not 
so indicated we will send the package postage collect. 

SUBSTITUTIONS. As a general rule we do not substitute unless authorized to do 
so. However we suggest that you indicate a second choice when ordering or authorize us 
to use our judgment in substitutions of other varieties in case of shortage by checking 
the space provided at the bottom of the order sheet. 


CULTURE. Because of the great diversity of the materials we offer and the growing 
conditions of the purchasers we find it impossible to send out detailed growing instruc- 
tions. We have noted in the body of this catalog the broad basic cultural requirements 
and you have to take up from there on and use your own judgment. One pointer: please 
don’t be too anxious and too much in a hurry to grow the bulbs. We find that more 
persons fail from this cause than from any other. They over water, over fertilize, dig 
around the bulbs to see if the roots are starting to grow, and the funny part of it is that 
when the bulb can’t take it and finally up and dies the blame is usually placed on the 
bulb or nurseryman because, as she says “I did everything and it died.’ Well, Lady 
you did too much! 

ORDER EARLY and avoid disappointments. Place your order for the whole year 
right now and we will mail the bulbs periodically at the planting time or when they are 
available. That way you will be more certain of receiving what you order and we will 
have an idea of the number of bulbs we will need for the season. 


WE GUARANTEE the plants we send out to be true to name, and to arrive in good 
condition. When you receive the plants or bulbs examine the contents of the package at 
once. If an item is found to be in unsatisfactory condition, pack that particular item and 
return to us dead or alive. We will pay the postage and make satisfactory adjustment with 
you.

Achimenes Little Beauty 


Achimenes 


Achimenes is related to the African Vio- 
lets and if you can grow one you can grow 
the other, except that Achimenes can be grown 
to perfection out of doors whereas African Vio- 
lets are strictly house plants. Plant the small 
rhizomes one inch deep in a porous soil such as 
you would use for Gloxinia or Begonia. A soil 
rich in leaf-mould, peat and chopped sphagnum 
moss with no manure added 1s suitable. Place 
in a shaded location. Water sparingly until ac- 
tive growth starts. Then give more water and 
light and start to fertilize with liquid manure 
when the plants are »about two inches high. 
Never allow them to become dry. They will start 
to bloom in late summer. The rhizomes are 
very small and look like some kind of seeds, 
but that has nothing to do with the quality of 
the plants. Some plants just naturally make large 
bulbs while others just as naturally make small 
ones. Delivery November to April. $2.00 dozen.

A hardy perennial grown for its 
highly attractive deep green leaves and_ tall 
spires of white flowers. It will succeed in full 
sunlight and densest shade. Highly desirable as 
a house plant or for pot culture. It gets its com- 
mon name from the fact that the leaf design on 
the capital of the Corinthian columns was taken 
from this plant. It becomes dormant for a short 
period right after flowering. July-August delivery 
only.

Aeschynanthus 


A Gesneriad similar in habit and cultural 
requirements to Columnea. Ideal for hanging 


pots and baskets, and a fast grower. Plant in 
a light mixture such as you would use for 
Gloxinia or Begonia with a liberal mixture 


of chopped moss. Give plenty of moisture and 
subdued sunlight or light shade. The flowers 
appear in clusters at the tips of the- branches 
and bloom for a long time. The leaves are 
decorative. Oval in shape and succulent. If a 
sood specimen is wanted the runners should 
be pinched back occasionally in order to en- 
courage branehing.

We present herewith the most complete col- 
lection of agapanthus species and varieties of- 
fered in this country. We also have some others 
in our collection and under observation of which 
we do not have a large enough stock to list here. 
If you are interested in any one type we may be 
able to help you. Along with the commercial 
species and varieties we are offering several new 
named varieties from our own nursery which we 
highly recommend to the collector. 

They bloom during early summer and are of 
easiest cultural requirements. In fact, the most 
frequent cause of failure to flower is too much 
care and fussing with them. Plant in a sunny 
location and leave them alone other than very 
occasional watering in the summer. Any good 
garden soil will do and they don’t have to have 
good drainage. Delivery thruout the year, but we 
prefer to mail out the deciduous kinds during 
the winter. By the way, the deciduous kinds are 
ideal for growing outdoors in the cold_ sections 
as they may be lifted and stored during cold 
weather. 


ALBATROSS. (Giridlian, 1951) The plant 
is large and _ robust, foliage light green 
in color and evergreen. The huge  umbel 


of flowers is carried on a stiff and straight four- 
foot stem. There are about 150 flowers to the 
umbel, each floret over three inches across, of fine 
texture and heavy, long-lasting substance. The 
color is pure white with no suggestion of blue 
or lavender even on faded flowers. In the center 
of each petal is a creamy mid-rib, and the yellow 
anthers help to give the flowers a creamy cast.

BLUE SKYROCKET (Giridlian, 1942.) A 
variety developed at Oakhurst that tops them all 
for graceful form and bril§iancy of color. The 
large heads of brilliant deep blue flowers spread 
out in umbrella form and resemble skyrockets 
bursting in the sky. The individual florets are 
bell-shaped and semi-pendant or flaring. Foliage 
blue-green. Flower stems up to 5 feet high. $3.00 
ea. 


DWARF HYBRIDS. A strain developed by 
crossing Albatross and Peter Pan. The plants 
are vigorous but small. The flowers grow 
about two feet high with a medium size head 
of good blue flowers. Fine for cutting and 
will produce the maximum flowers from the 
least space. $1.50 ea. 


LONGISPATHUS. A_ new species that is 
destined to become very popular. The flowers 
resemble orientalis, but are carried on a 3-foot 
graceful stem.

MY JOY. (Giridlian, 1943) It is a very pretty 
grassy leaved form with bright blue flowers on 
15” stems.

We had a plant in a 12” pot with 25 
umbels in bloom at one time and making a 
glorious picture. $2.00 ea. 


At last we 
have sufficient stock of this fine variety to intro- 
duce it to you. It is a selected hybrid of A. 
Soe with the characteristic bell shaped and

ANDREANUM HYBRIDS. A sstrictly glass- 
house flower as it is a tropical plant requiring 
high night temperatures and high humidity. The 
flowers are like highly colored and varnished 
callas to which thev are related. They last three 
months on the plant and several weeks when 
cut. The color range is from white thru all 
shades of pink to deep reds. The size of the 
flower varies with the size of the plant. The 
larger the plant the larger the flower. Plant in 
osmiunda and feaf-mould, or a combination of 
leaf-mould, moss and sand. Fertilize once in a 
while with liquid manure. Wet the leaves occa- 
sionally during the heat of the day with clear 
water. 

Colors are pink, rose, coral, orange-red, dark 
red, shell pink, and white.

SEEDS 


Following is a list of seeds of bulbous plants 
available this season. Because we have them in 
very small quantities and because of the great 
diversity of the materials offered we do not 
send ‘out growing instructions with them. How- 
ever, there is very little difference in sprouting 
seeds of bulbs and any other seeds except that 
when you are working with bulb seeds you must 
have great patience You can never expect them 
to germinate in three days and bloom in ninety 
days. They are not annuals. Great majority of 
the seeds will germinate the first year but some 
of them will take two years while most of them 
will require three to five years to come to bloom- 
ing size. So please don’t be scratching up the 
seeds every few days to see what is happening. 
Leave them alone and don’t drown them with 
too much water. Keep them moist and warm 
and let nature work for you. Germination of 
Orchid seeds has a special technique and you 
can easily learn it by going to your library 
and reading a book on orchids, especially the 
one by Prof. Edward A. White, entitled ‘‘Amer-

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SUGGESTIONS FOR SPECIAL USE OF CERTAIN PLANTS 


We are listing below, for your guidance, certain plants that are particularly well suit- 
ed for specific purposes. We selected items that we thought were qualified for such use 
more than many others that are listed in the catalog. For instance—All agapanthus may 
be grown in pots, but some are so large and robust that within one season they will 
require tubs instead of pots; Dianella can be grown as a house plant but it blooms too 
late in the season; and all billbergas will thrive in hanging baskets but most have up- 
right growth. In other cases the plants grow far better in the ground so why grow them 
in pots? 

For house culture we selected plants. with long lasting ornamental values, winter 
blooming habit and convenient size. All or most of them should be grown out of doors 
when the weather permits and brught indoors only during the winter.
